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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To simplify reproduction and to realize immediate reproduction by forming a 
control means in a way that a head of an audio signal recorded automatically is 
reproduced in the operation of a reproduction switch in a radio set provided with a 
recording and reproducing means. 

CONSTITUTION: The radio set is provided with a radio main body 1, a recording and 
reproducing means 2 recording a broadcast audio signal received by the radio main 
body 1 and reproducing the recorded broadcast voice, a timer means 3 setting the 
recording time of the broadcast voice and a control means 4 controlling the radio 
main body 1 and the recording and reproducing means 2 by an output of the timer 
means 3 to record a routine time program automatically, and the control means 4 is 
formed so that a signal is regenerated from the head of the broadcast voice recorded 
automatically in the operation of a reproduction switch 5. The recording and 
reproducing means 2 uses an endless magnetic tape 20, and the start and the end of 
the magnetic tape 20 are jointed by a conductive tape and the one cycle stop 
position at the recording and reproduction is recognized by using a sensing switch 
28 to detect the conductive tape. 
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
